AOA NORMAL LOSES FIGHT FOR 
APPROPRIATION FOR DORM- 
ITORT. 


Oklahoma City, Feb. 24.—Nearly all 
of the house session today was spent 
I in considering two $100,0(10 appropri­ 
ations for new buildings, one at Ada 
I and the other at Alva. 
The Ada bill which was for a new 


I dorm itory was killed and the Alva 
j bill being for additional school room 
and equipment went through, both 
after considerable debate. In the Al­ 
va bill, pushed by Mr. Woodson, it is 
provided that the city of Alva must 
finance the proposition and guarantee 
sale of the public building warrants 
at par. During the debate on the Ada 
hill, Mr. Anthony, Mr. McDuffey and 


Mr. Maxey, who led the fight to kill 


it, told the house that the legisla­ 
ture had authorized issuance of pub­ 
lic building warrants to the amount 
of $2,925,000 and had appropriated 
for school nearly $2,000,000. Approx­ 
imately $1,000,000 worth of the war­ 
ren s had been sold, and it would he 
necessary 
to dispose 
of 
$1,000,000 
more before buildings already au­ 
thorized could be paid for. The total 
value of public building lands was 
shown to be slightly in excess of $5,- 
000,000 and at the best they said it 
would be only giving 
a 
mortgage 
against real estate, with no market 
open to promote the venture. 
Mr. Maxey said that it was like a 
man mortgaging his household goods 
to buy an automobile. 


The appropriation was defended by 
Mr. Crawford of Pontotoc county as 
being necessary for the institution. 
When the house took up the Alva 
bill, however, it was found to have 
many defenders in view of the fact 
that the money was for adidtionai 
school facilities and Mr. Peery and 


Mr. Woodson in advocating it tow 


the house that the older states had 
many sectarian educational institu­ 
tions, whereas Oklahoma had to pro­ 
vide for education out of its tax 
revenues. 


Senate Passes Sixteen Measures 
i 


The senate passed sixteen measures j 
a large number of which were local 
in their nature. The joint resolution 
by Senator Franklin was passed, pro­ 
viding for submission of a constitu­ 
tional amendment to the effect that 
no property qualifiaction other than 
that fixed by the state constitution 
may ever be imposed as prerequisite 
for voting or registering. Republican 
members asked 
Senator 
Franklin 
what the object was and he replied 
that during the campaign, it had been 
charged by Republicans 
that 
the 
grandfather clause was but a fore­ 
runner to further disfranchisement, 
and the proposed resolution was to 
prevent anything of that kind. 
Senator Potter (republican) declar­ 
ed the resolution to be 
buncombe. 
He stated that the poison had been 


spread, and the resolution would Iou 
of no effect, and what it sought to 
prevent was already prevented by the 
constitution. Other republicans fair­ 
ed they would support the seoolii- 
tion for fear it would be made to 
appear later that they had oppose* 
a measure which sought to premaBt

imposed. Senators Dutton and Clos- 
nan (republicans) voted against it.

Sparks From the Fire Waste. 
Fire losses in the United States 
and Canada in 1910 were $234,406,500 
Fire losses and the cost of fire pre- 
v f nt; rn in the I nited States amount 
annually to 
$450,000,000, 
or

than the total American production 
of gold, silver, copper and petroleum 
in a year. 
The cost of fires each year is one- 
half the cost of all the new build­ 
ings erected in a year. 
The annual per capita fire waste 
rn the United States is $2.51, in Eu- 
iope, 33c. Cause: The latter has bet­ 
ter construct Ion, 
less carelessness, 
ncreased responsibility. 
If building in the 
United 
States 
were as fire proof as in Europe, the 
annual cost of -fire losses and pro­ 
tection would be only $90,OOO,OOO. 
Fires in the United States cost over 
$500 a minute. 
Th. way to get lower 
insurance 
rates is to have fewer fires. 
New York city spends $10,000,000 
a year for fire extinguishment and 
$15,000 a year for fire prevention. 
The 90,000,000 people in the Unit­ 
ed States use more matches than the 
900,000,000 in the rest of the more 
ar less civilized world. 
Of 3,875 known causes of fire in 
Chicago last year, 1,089 were due to 
the careless use of matches. Nearly 
ten thousand matches are scratch­ 
ed every second of the day in this 
country, every one a possible fire. 
The report of the fire marshal for 
'Nebraska for 1910 shows that of 834 
known causes of fire in that state, 
106 were due to matches, cf which 
o5 were caused by children playing 
w ith matches, many of them result­ 
ing in serious injuries. 
Defective flues are responsible for 
per cent of all the fires.

PISSES IWM 


Lawton, 
Ok., 
Feb. 
23.-Quanah 
Parker, chief of the Comanche in- 
d.ans, last of the great Indian braves 
who once spread terror among white 
settlers of the great southwest, con­ 
sidered by many the greatest living 
blanket Indian of his latter days, is 
dead. 
He died at his home, four miles 
northwest of Cache, fifteen miles west 
of Lawton at the foot of the Wichi­ 
t a , at 12:05 today from a severe at­ 
tack of rheumatism, which affected 
the heart. Parker and his family had 
been on a visit to the Cheyenne In­ 
dians near Hammon since Sunday. 
He had been suffering from rheuma­ 
tism for several weeks and even when 
he left home was not well. While 
among the Cheyennes the recent cold 
wave brought on a return of rheu­ 
matism and, believing his end was 
near, he ordered his relatives to bring 
him home. He arrived at Cache on a 
stretcher shortly after ll, and with­ 
in twenty minutes after being carried 
to his home died. 
Funeral Today. 
The funeral will be held tomorrow 
at 2 o’clock. Quanah 
has, 
in 
fact, 
be n leader since the death of his 
father. At the time he was 14 years 
of age, Chief Nocona called his peo­ 
ple together and requested that his 
son Quanah, be his successor, aft r 
he had proven his right to the throne 
by his bravery. 
When 
the 
young 
chief became 18 years of age he re­ 
organized the tribe and went upon 
the war path. 
Parker «7 Years Old. 
Parker was 67 years of age. He 
was the son of Cynthia Ann Parker, 
white captive of the Indians, and 
Peta Nocona, former 
chief 
of 
the 
tribe, and led the Ind ans on num­ 
erous raids on the white settlers of 
Texas and Oklahoma even up to the 
time of the establishment of Fort 
Sill, when he surrendered in 1871 to 
Gen. McKenzie at that post. 
The casual obesrver has always 
believed Quanah to bo a wealthy In­ 
dian. while the money lenders make 
the statement that he always has to 
borrow of them between the times of 
the semi-annual payments. He has 
had seven wives, three of whom are 
now performing domestic duties of 
big household. Fifteen children are 
new living, others have died. 
The funeral services over the re­ 
mains of Quanah will be said by Rev 
A. J. Becker of the Mennonite de­ 
nomination at the Post Oak Miss on
